They said then he didn’t give them 
beef enough and some of them said yesterday 
he gives them too much beef now. 

The Indians are members of Troop L, Sixth 
United States Cavalry. Fifty-four of them 
came in from Fort Niobrara, Neb., at 1 o’elock 
yesterday afternoon with the Sixth Cavalry 
and the rest of them game in a few hours 
afterward with the Ninth Cavalry from Fort 
Robinson, Neb., though this detachment of 
the Indian troup is stationed at Fort Meade, 
First-Lieut.

camp. All of the Indian’ cavalrymen are in 
Troop L and all the Indian imfantrymen in 
Troop I. In the campaigas against the 
Apaches in Arizona and New Mexico Indian 
scouts and runners were found of. great ser- 
vice to the troops. They possessed wonderful 
powers of endurance and were very 
successful in following the trail of the 
hostiles through great fields of cactus 
and mesquite. This is the first attempt, how- 
ever, to put the Indians in uniform and in the 
regular service. The scouts and runners had 
a sort of mixed uniform, half savage and haif 
soldier, but these men in Troop L are uni- 
formed like regular cavalrymen in every way.“ 

Corporal Little, a Sioux Indian in Troop L, 
will die famous, though he may not know it 
himself. Some time agdthe World's Fair 
authorities, through the army officers stationed 
_here,-esked for photographs of a typical Indian 
in regular United States Army uniform. 
The photographs were to be used in making a 
model for a statue of a typical Indian soldier 
to be used in the World’s Fair. The request 
was sent to Lieut. Gallagher, who picked out 
Corporal Little and Corporal Fast Dog and 
had them photographed. Fast Dog’s picture 
didn’t print well and Lattle’s picture was sent 
on to Chicago and now a statue of Corporal 
Little, a full-blooded Sioux, in the uniform of 
the United States cavairy, is being 
made. . Corporal Little is a odest 
Indian and didn’t care to talk about 
the matter yesterday. He preferred to stand 
on the end of a railroad tie and gaze in open- 
eyed amazement at the big wigwams in the 
World’s Fair ground. He thought they were 
the tepees of the Great Father and he thought 
the Great Father must have many children to 
need such great tepees.

oil and blubber, a lot of green skins to be 
made into garments, dried deer and seal 
meat, and a lot of walrus and fish bones to 
be manufactured into trinkets. | 

Soon after the arrival of the train the pas- 
senger and freight car were transferred to 
the Illinois Central tracks and taken to the 
Fair grounds, where these new arrivals will 
establish a native village and take up their 
abode until the close of the Exposition. 

The party comprises twelve families, 
and consists of men and women, ‘ boys 
and girls, and some yery young babies. These 
Esquimaux come from the northern part 
of Labrador, where there are about ten days 
of summer and ice and snow the rest of the 
year. They are a queer and picturesque lot 
in their hair seal costumes; short and muscu- 
lar, broad-featured and plegmatic, but intel- 
ligent looking. All of the party are christian- 
ized and have adopted civilized habits, with 
the exception of two families from near Cape 
Chidley and the shores of Ungava, in the ex- 
treme northern part of Labrador. These 
never heard of the Christian God before 
joinmg the party and lived on raw meat 
and fish. Cooking utensils were un- 
known to them. All the others have 
been converted by Moravian missionaries and 
one of the conditions of their crossing was 
that a Moravian chapel should be built for 
them on their arrival here. 

Men and Women Dressed Alike. 


The men and women and children of all 
ages are dressed alike in the skims of the 
Labrador seal, and the only difference in 
the women’s costumes that could be noticed 
was a large painted tail that hung from their 
hairy coats and the ultra size of the head 
capes in which they carried their babes. 
Their trousers and boots were similar to those 
of the men. 8 

These strange people are brought here by 
the Arctic American Exposition company and 
will be located during the Fair on three acres 
of ground inside of the Fifty-seventh street 
entrance. There they will build a village and 
live andeat asin theirown frozen regions. 
They will also exhibit their skill in carving 
curious things from the bones ahd teeth of 
the walrus. They were brought to Boston in 
the scuooner Evelena, commanded by Capt. 
William McConnell, who had been trading to 
their country for the last thirty years. 
Those who had immediate charge 
of the expedition were W. D. Vin 
cent, Treasurer of the Arctic company; 
R. G. Taber, Secretary; Robert Ford, inter- 
preter; ana Lyle Vincent, all of whom accom- 
panied the strangers to this city. 

Some of these semi-civilized people can 
talk a little English, and one of them. Joseph 
Lause, is pretty fluent in the tongue. They 
have gotten over some of their astonishment 
at the wonders of civilization, but every strange 
object still excites their open-eyed curiosity. 
When one of the old men was asked how he 
liked this country he replied, ‘* ananok,” 
which means very well. Some of the things 
that have most astonished them are cows and 
other animals unknown to their country. 

A per of the party is known as Pamiuk, a 
little chubby .chap of 15 years, who is all 
smiles and loves to dance. | 

Most of the men smoke, getting tobacco 
from the Hudson Bay company, trading skins 
for it. Lause said the Esquimaux did not 
know the taste of any kind of intoxicating 
drink until some Nova Scotians brought 
gintothem. They are still a temperate peo- 
ple, but many of them in their cold climate 
get drunk whenever possible. Some traders 
from Halifax taught them to manufacture a 
drink which is viler and more maddening 
than any tanglefoot of this country. It is 
made by mixing —— 8 molasses 
and letting tne mixt erment. — 

The 4 were located in their tents last 
night at the Fair ground s and today will com- 
mence erecting their village.

The august pontift felt certain that the 
United States Government would spare no pains 
to preserve the precious objects are to be in- 
trusted to it from any mishap, and he returns his 
thanks for the kind offer that has made for 
their transportation and for the free passage of 
the person who is to have charge of them. 

In the meantime his Holiness, who has so many 
reasons to entertain special regard for the United 
States Government on account of the liberty 
which is enjoyed in the said States by the Catho- 
lic church and who justly ires the enterprise 
and progress of that country, has decided to be

UNITED STATES SUPREME OOURT 
SUSTAINS THE MINER ACT. 


Michigan Electors Will Be Voted for by 
Congressional Districts—Chief Justice 
Fuller Announces the Decision Now 
Because of the Emergency Wisconsin's 
Legislature Reassembies to Take Up 
the Apportionment Question—Trying to 
Disfranchise Yankton Indians. 

Wasuincrox, D. C., Oct. 17.—The United 

States Supreme Court by Chief Justice Fuller 

today affirmed the judgment of the Michigan 

Supreme Court, upholding the constitutional- 

ity of the Miner law providing for the election 

of Presidéntial Electors by Congressional dis- 
tricts instead of by the State as a whole, The 

@ourt holds that the fourteenth amendment 

did not limit the right of a State 

to fix a mode of ‘choosing Electors. 

Chief Justice Fuller in announcing the con- 


* chusion of the court in the case said that the 


court made. the announcement at this time 
because of an exigency suggested by counsel 
requiring early action. Hereafter the court 
would file un opinion setting forth more fully 
the grounds on which it had decided the case, 
The following is the full text of the prelimi- 
nary opinion rendered by Chief Justice Fuller: 
McPherson et al. ys. Blacker, Secretary of 
State, in error to the Supreme Court of Mich 
We are of opinion that objections to act No. 
50 of the public laws of Michigan of 1891, based 
upon matters of local law, having been ruled by 
the Supreme Court of Michigan adversely to 
plaintiffs in error, whese conclusions in that re- 
gard we are not authorized to revise. the decision 
of the Federal questions involved was necessary, 
and the validity of the law as repugnant to 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States having been drawn in 28 and de- 
cided, and the decision ing in favor 
of its validity. this court has jurisdiction 
Under Sec. 700 of the Revised Statutes the 
judicial power of the United States extends to 
all cases of law and geuity ef under the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. and this 
is a case so arising for the reason just stated. We 
concur with the Supreme Court of Michigan that 
so far as No. 50 conflicts with the act of Con- 
gress of Feb. 3, 1887, in the particulars pointed 
out, and in respect of which Congress possesses

REGISTER TODAY. 

Today is registration day for Chicago and 
Cicero. The judges and clerks of election will 
sit at the polling precincts of their respective 
wards between the hours of 8 a. m. and 9 p. m. 
to listen to applicaticus for registration and 
to register those applicants qualified under 
the law. 

There was no registration yesterday. No 
man living in Chicago had his name on a 
registry hook before 8 o’clock this morning. 
The old registries have all been destroyed— 
burned. A good many good people have been 


‘saying that they are already registered and 


that it will not be necessary for them to regis- 
ter today. That is a great mistake. The 
registration today is entirely new. 

No man not registered can vote at the forth- 
com ug election in Chicago, or in Cicero at the 


“forthcoming Presidential election. Let this 


be borne in mind. Under the new Election 
law applying to this city and Cicero a voter in 
either place is not duly qualified unless he is 
registered. He cannot swear in” his vote 
on election day as in other parts of the State. 

Register today, then, that you may be able 
to vote. There is.only one other day for 
registration, next Tuesday. But register 
today while you have time. You may not 
have time next week. 

If you are not registered you are Nel to be 


called upon to serve on some jury boon, for it

It will save you time 
and much inconvenience to register therefore.

DUTIES OF ELECTION OFFICERS TODAY. 

The judges and clerks of election who will 
sit at the polling-places today to register voters 
have most important duties to perform. Their 
work will not be easy. They will have to sit 
from 8 a. m. to9 p. m. to hear the applica- 
tions of those who want tobe registered. They 
will have to be discreet and active. The ex- 
amination, especially in the case of natural- 
ized citizens, ought to be full and clear. In- 
telligent answers ought to be demanded. 
Under the law naturalized voters must 
tell the date of their naturalization papers, 
the court in which they were naturalized, and 
the place of their birth. The judges should 
be especially careful as to the date of naturali- 
zation and the court. It is notorious that 
many persons have during recent years been 
furnished with bogus naturalization papers 
in this county. Such persons are not entitled 
to registration. A little sharp question-. 
ing today may disclose some inter- 
esting facts about those bogus pa- 
pers. Indefinite answers should not 
be accepted. No foreign-born person who has 
been properly naturalized will fail te tell def- 
initely when and where he obtained his final 
papers. Again, wardworkers in their zeal 
for the success of their party often, tell for- 


+ eign-born persons that they can be registered 


and can vote having received first papers only. 
The fact that this is the case in Wisconsin and 
Indiana wien the foreign-born person has 
lived a year in the State may lend some sort 
of force to the arguments of the wardwork- 
ers in question. ‘It will’ be the duty of the 
judges under the circumstances to make in- 
quiry today as to the character of the papers 
held by.the foreign-born applicant for regis- 
tration. 

There will be time enough for proper in- 
‘quiry. The polls will be open for registra- . 
tion at 8 a.m.and cannot be closed until 9 
p. m. They must not be closed at 9 p. m. if 
there are voters in line waiting to be regis- 
tered. There will be thirteen clear hours or 
780 minutes for registration therefore. The 
average vote for each precinct will be about 
250. Not more than 200 voters on the aver- 
age will be registered today. There will be 
about four minutes, therefore, for the exam- 
ination.of each voter. In the case of native- 
born citizens the examination need not last 
half a minute. The judges have. ample 
time for the proper performance of their 
duties. Where they do not properly perform 
them the supervisors of election, appointed 
under the Federal law, may intervene and 
question the applicants. The law provides 
that they may challenge any person offering 
to register” and to personally inspect ana 
scrutinize such registry, and for purposes of 
identification to affix their signature to each 
page of the original list, and of each copy of 
any such list of registered voters, at such 
times, upon each day when any name may be 
received, entered, or registered, and in such 


manner as will, in their judgment, detect and 


expose the improper or wrongful removal 
therefrom or addition thereto of any: name. 

It is the duty of the supervisors to use all 
due. diligence in. the performance of those 
duties so as to secure an honest and legal 
registration. If they fail in their duties they 
are amenable under the law. 

Every good citizen is interested in having 
an honest registration, and wherever there ap- 
pear to be infractions of the law tending to 
looseness and dishonesty on the part of the 
olicers of election, whether State or Federal, 
report should be made to the proper anton. 
ities. 


THE COLUMBUS BIRDS. 

In the course of his sermon last Sunday in 
the Church of the Redeemer at Lake View the 
Rev. Charles Morgan remarked as follows: 
** it was the sight of a flock of bird’ that in- 
duced Columbus to turn his prow southward, 
and thus in the providence of God was re- 
served this North America for the Pilgrim 
Fathers and the Saxon race, instéad of for 
Spanish Romanism.”

sion Columbus would have landed somewhere 


in Florida instead of on an islandin the Ba- 
hama group. That feathered passage in the 
air caused a greater diversion of effort and a 
mightier change on the pajes of history than 
any recorded for Rome, though for many years 
the flight of birds was there regarded as of orac- 
ular import, and is said to have been appealed 
to for the decision of a momentous ques- 
tion between Romulus and Remus, its found- 
ers. By causing the Spaniards to turn to the 
south that flignt of birds left the northern part 
of the contiaent free for England Spain oc- 
cupied so little of North America that it 
deemed it wise to relinquish it later, leaving 
to the Saxon element the whole land except the 
St. Lawrence area, held by the French ele- 
ment fora time. The Saxon was soon. en- 
abled, assisted by Irish, Scotch, and Ger- 
man, to build up a great free goveroment in 
a land of unexampled natural resources which 
has invited hither millions from among other 


peoples in the Old World, ana has already 


become the most prosperous and powerful Na- 
tion in the world.

3. The canvassers or one of them, shall make 
out a copy of the lijt of names of parties checked 
and to whom su8pe(it nbtices were sent, and de- 
liver such copy to tae Board of Election Com- 
missioners on or be ore 10 o'clock a. m. Friday, 
Oct. 28, 1892. 

It is ‘eaid that th se instructions were drafted

The mstructions of the Commissioners 
printed above are illegal, absurd, and of no 
binding force.

Tun people who control the furnaces in the 
Edison Building in this city ought to be made 
to burn hard coal till such time as they will 
put in the down-draft appliance.

Dedication Managers Neglect Sending In- 
vitations to the Commissioners, 

The Board of County Commissioners was 
slighted, the members think, when the mana- 
gers of the dedication parade left them entirely 
out, not even sending them an invitation to 
attend. The members officially made known 


their displeasure yesterday by adopting # 


resolution presented by Mr. Ballard. 
resolution sets forth that the Oounty Board is 
equalin importance to the City Council, and 
therefore should have received an invitation to 
take part in the ceremonies and been assigned 
a place in the parade. The County Clerk is 
directed to send a copy of the resolations to 
Director-General Davis, and the board will 
meet again today to receive a reply. 

The board ordered also that, so far as prac- 
ticable, all county offices- shall be closed 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday of this week. 

County Attorney Henry submitted an opin- 
ion regarding the year’s apprepriations and 
the action of the State Board of Equalization 
cutting down Cook County’s valuation 818, 
000,000. He is of opinion that there is but one 
thing to be done, and that is to make the tax 
levy in conformity with the Constitution and 
the laws, which in unmistakable terms limit 
the amount of the levy for general county 
purposes for any one year to 75 cents 
on $100 of valuation. The fact is 


that the appropriations fer the current year, 


which were inade in pursuance of the budget 
law of 1887, which authorizes appropriations 
to be made on the basis of last year’s assess- 
ment, would not authorize a levy in excess of 
the limit presented by law. He does not 
think that the cutting down process would af. 
fect the validity of contracts already entered 
into and based upon appropriations made 
pursuant tothe statute. It is the duty of the 
board, he concludes, to make the levy con- 
form to the law and limit the future ex pendi- 
tures as far as possible to the revenue de- 
rived therefrom.

MRS. HARRISON'S CONDITION IMPROVED. 


She Sleeps Refreshingly and Feels Much 
Better—The President Drives Out. 

Wasainatron, D. C., Oct. 17.—The general 
condition of Mrs. Harrison today was more 
gratifying to the Presidential household than 
it has been for several days past, and the day 
closed without any meident to increase the 
sad feelings of the family circle. The invalid 
a@xperienced a partial reaction from the de- 
pressed and enervating condition of the last 
week and was a trifle stronger. 
When Dr. Gardner left Mrs. Harrison 
last night she was sleeping quietly and he 
found this morning that she had a good night’s 
rest. His report tonight after making the 
last call for the day was that she had been 
more comfortable by comparison than for 
several days past. Tonight Dr. Gardner says 
Mrs. rrison slept more naturally today and 
that her rest was not so exhausting in its 
effects as formerly. As to nourishment 
the patient takes about the same 
amount she has been in the habit 
of taking of late, and although the quantity 1s 
small it is equal to that generally taken by 
persons in her conditiofi. Possibly the best 
evidence of the cheerful tone which prevailed 
at the White House today was the fact 
that the President consented .to absent 
himself from the mansion for a time. 
In company with Mrs. Dimmick he went 
out for a drive in the country and was absent 
about an hour and a half. The grounds im-

ONE MORE BLOW AT THE READING TRUST. 


Application for a Receiver to Enforce the 
Chancellor’s Orders. 


New Yorx, Oct. 17. —Attorney-General John 


P. Stockton of New Jersey struck a hard blow 
today at the Reading coal combination. With 


‘ex-Judge Frederic W. Stevens, who has been 


associated with him in the case on behalf of 
the State, he appeared in the Chancellor’s 


chambers in Jersey City and asked that a re- 


ceiver be appointed to take charge of the New 
Jersey Central railroad, the Easton ana Am- 
boy railroad, and the Delaware and Bound 
Brook railroad company to enforce the Chan- 
cellor’s injunction against all the railroads in 
the coal combination in New Jersey. 

Two informations were filed, and the Chan- 
cellor granted without hesitation the prayers 
in both and made the rules returnable Oct. 27. 


The promptness with which the prayers were 


granted is said by lawyers familiar with court 
procedure to be an indication that a receiver 
will be appointed. The Attorney-General has 
filed with his papers a mass ot evidence show- 
ing that the temporary and permanent orders 
of the court forbidding increases in the price 
of coal have been ignored and violated.

PLANING MILL AND LUMBER BURNED. 


H. Paepcke ) Co.“ Establishment Destroyd 
by FiresLoss Placed at $100,000. 

The box factory and planing mill of H. 
Paepeke & Co, was wiped out by fire at 11 
o’clock last night together with the greater 
part of the steck of 4,000,000 feet of lumber. 
The total loss will be in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, . 

The fire wag the hottest one the department 
has had to cohtend with for many a day. The 
mill is situated at the foot of Illinois street. 
in the heart of the north pier lumber district, 
and was a or-story frame structure about 
100x150 feet jn area, with an L about 50 
feet square “attached to it. To the north 
and east of the factory were tho lum- 
4 owned by the same firm, and when 
the fire broke out it seemed probable that the 
entire district was doomed. Immediately ad- 
joining the Paepcke property and separated 
from it only by a narrow alley are the yards 
of the Peshtigo Lumber company, contain- 
ing a huge stock of lumber and cedar posts. 
The entire district was difficult of access and 
when the firs}; engines arrived a second alarm 
followed that at first sent in, and this was im- 
mediately followed by a third, which brought 
a large force of engines to the scene. 

By this tine the Paepcke box factory was 
enveloped in flames, and it was seen that any 
effort to save it would be useless. According- 
ly all attention was given to the surrounding 
lumber piles, but in the face ot the intense 
heat the tiremen were gradually driven back 
and the flames caught the surrounding lum- 
ber, the firemen bemg able to save but 
littie of it A stand was made by 
the department at the alley between 
the burning property and that of the 
Peshtigo company, and the latter was saved 
Soon after the fire broke out a large t wo-stor 
barn used by Paepcke & Co. for their teams 
on the first floor and occupied on the second 
story by John Arndt, the head teamster, with 
his wife and’7-year-old son, was ignited. The 
family were asleep in their apartments. Arndt 
rushed to the stairway, but found it already 
in flames, aud guided his wife and child to a 
window, whence they were rescued by the fire- 
men, with tlie aid of a ladder, g

TO BE TRIED FOR HERESY. 


Prof. Smith Will Make His Defense at Cin- 
cinnati Nov, 14, * 

Creyctxwatr, O., Oct. 17.—[Special. The 
First Presbyterian Church was crowded to- 
day not only with preachers of that denomina- 
tion but of other religious organizations, so 
general is the interest in the trial of 
Prof. Henry Preserved „ Smith. The 
calling of the roll developed that Dr. 
Murtford was nut présent. Dr. Smith called 
attention to the absence of his prosecutor and 
remarked that of course Dr. Mur tford could 
not vote. Half an hour was wasted in de bating 
when the trial should begin andin the mean- 
time Dr. Murtford appeared. It was decided 
the trial should begin at the meeting at which 
the citations are réturnable. The reading of 
the charges, specifications, and proof con- 
sumed an hour. They concluded with this 
summary: 

Charge 1—That® Smith taught in articles pub- 
lished in the New York Hvangelist of March 17 
and April 7, contrary to the regulations and prac- 
tace of the Church, abandoning the essential feat- 
ures of the doctrine of the Church. 

Charge 2~—That he taught in a pamphlet enti- 
tled * Biblical Scholarships Inspiration that the 
Holy Spirit did not so control the inspired writers 
in the holy scriptures as to make their utter- 
ances absolutely truthfal—that is, free from error 
when interpreted in their national and intended 
sense. 

Charge3—Thatin the same pamphlet, while 
alieging the holy scriptures are inspired in an in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice, he denied in 
fact their inspiration in the sense in which in- 
spiration is attributed to the scriptures by the 
a gia themselves, and by the Confession of 
Faith. 

The charges are signed by the Rev. Dra. 
Ritchie, James, Leonard, and Francis. All the 
documents were turned over to Prof. Smith, 
who will make his defense Nov. 14. 


EXPOSITION METHODS CONDEMNED. 


Milwaukee Ministers Declare the System 
of Awarding Prizes Unlawful. 

Mitwavuxes, Wis., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—The 
Ministers’ Association at its meeting today 
took a determiued stand against the practice 
of raffling prizes at the local Exposition. They 
condemned the methods of awarding prizes as 
a means of attraction as contrary to law, and 
declared that they come within the scope of 
the lottery statutes, They further declared 
that the system to a great extent 
inveigled innocent children into un- 
lawful practices, the admission tickets 
entitling the holders to a chance in the draw- 
ing. A committee was appointed to confer 
with the management and try to induce it to 
give up the practice.

Register today if you want to vote at the 
Presidential election Nov. 8 No man can 
vote in this city or the Town of Cicero unless 
he is registered. No man can be registered 
unless he makes personal application at the 
polling-place of his precinct between 8 a. m. 
and 9 p. m. today or next Tuesday. It will be 
wiser to make the application today, because 
the voter may not have time next Tuesday or 
he may forget about it. 

It can almost be said that the real battle of 
thé campaign in Cook County will be fought 
out.today. The party which succeeds in hav- 
ing the largest number of votes registered is 
the party that will win. Cook County is Re- 
publican on a full registration and an honest 
ballot. President Harrison carried Cook 
County in 1888 bya majority of 816. The 
Cook County candidates on the Republican 
ticket were elected that year by majorities 
varying from 3,000 to 11,080. Henry L. Hertz, 
the candidate for Coroner that year, obtained 
the latter majority. He is now the candidate 

for State Treasurer on the Republican ticket. 
The next year Capt. Stephens was elected Re- 
sorder by about 1.500. James H. Gilbert and 
Henry Wulff were elected Sheriff and County 
Clerk respectiveiy the following year by safe 
majorities. The Republican county ticket 
was elected without a break last year. All 
this goes to show that with proper attention 
to details Cook County is Republican. 

The most important detail of the elec- 
tion 18 registration. The Republican Cam- 
paign committee has recognized this and 
has been making provisions for registration 
during the last two weeks. If the committees 
of the respective wards appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Organization do their full duty, as

In the Twelfth Ward and tho 
Eleventh and other West Side wards notices 
have been sent to the voters through the mail.

_ Neglect in Some Wards. 
It may be that in some of the wards the 
Campaign committees have neglected their 
duty in sending out the notices, which have 
been furnished to them abundantly. It was 
reported at headquarters yesterday that there 
was in some of the wards. That will 
not excuse the Republican voters from doing 
their duty, however. They will have no diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the location of the poll- 
ing-places where they ought to register, and 
they should register accordingly. The failure 
of pap-fed committeemen to carry 
promises is no reason why any citizen should 
mt his duty. 
and clerks of the election seem 
to be well posted as to their duties ana re- 
sponsibilities. The registration books for 
nearly all the precincts were taken out last 
a * ay ay.

It is the duty of the judges to put questions to 

the voters in respect to those matters, and if 

they fail to do so it will be the duty of the su- 

* of election. Many of the foreign- 

rn citizens who do not talk the English 
language fluently may find some difficulty in 
answering these questions, but that can be ob- 
viated by their producing their naturalization 
papers, and the judges should encourage them 
to do so. 

The supervisors of election will today be 
entitled to seats within the polling precinct 
and to put such questions as may be neces- 
sary for them to ascertain whether the ap- 
plicants for registration are entitled to vote 

- ‘at the coming election. 
Ready for Democratic Schemes. 

There is no doubt. that an attempt will be 
made in some of the wards, notably in the 
First, the northern purtion of the Second, the 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, and Twenty- fourth 
Wards to stuff the registry with the names of 
alle voters of the lodging houses. The Re- 
publicans Nave made careful canvasses in 
those wards; they have lists of those who 
are understood to be voters; also lists 
of those who are not entitled to vote. 
If any persons not entitled to do so attempt 
to register, or to ‘register on false names, or 
make false replies to the questions put to them 
by judges or supervisors 4s to their residence, 
the length of time they have lived in the State, 
county, or precinct; their nativity, or other 
essentials they will be arrested for perjur 

examination of applicants will be m e 
on oath, and a false ‘answer to any proper 
question will be perjury under the law and 
punishable as such. Due notice will be served 
on this point, and those who commit perjury 

‘cannot plead ignorance as to the character of 

their offense or as to the penalty for the same.

BEFORE THE BOARD OF REVIEW. 


The Validity of the People’s Trade and 
Labor Ticket Under Discussion. 

The old fight between the People’s Trade 
and Labor party and the People’s party was 
paraded before the public in Judge Scale’s 
court-room yesterday at the meeting of the 
Board of Review held for hearing objections 
and determining what names were entitled to 
a place on the official ballot for the coming 
electéon. There were objections to the 
candidates of the People’s Trade and Labor 
party by W. H. Sergeant, E. S. Levi, John 
Lundahl, by the Labor Reform League, and a 
dozen others.. The judicial nominations of 
the 1 s party were objected to by James 
D. Murphy and others, * their Con- 

restzlonal nominations by John 

tate’s-Attorney Longenecker and County 
Clerk Wulff made up the board. 
Attorneys Underwood and Payne stated that 


‘their objections to the judicial candidates 


were based on the fact that they were all 
chosen from the Republican and Democratic 
parties. By a provision of the Australian law 
candidates appearing on a ticket by conven- 
tion could not appear a second time by peti- 
tion. In reply Attorney Jesse Cox produced 
an official ballot of last election and showed 
that the names of Brentano and Stauber were 
on the ballot two and three times, and that 
the board had decided that this was legal. 
Another objection was to the effect that the 


People’s party did not poll 2 per cent of the | 


entire vote cast at the last general election. 

Charles Bary, representing the Labor Re- 
form League, stamped the entire Pomeroy, or 
People’s Trade and Labor, ticket as the prod- 
uct of rank fraud. All the names of the can- 
didates, he said, except three, were the regu- 
lar nominees of the Keputlican and Demo- 
cratic parties. The ticket did not represent 
the element of the voters that it was claimed 
it did. The alleged convention was, in fact, a 
mob,.the regular convention having adjourned 
without making any nominations. 

Attorney Prendergast, for the People’s 
Trade and Labor party, produced a written 
paper wherein the + mae, * of the objectors 
to the People’s Trade and Labor party made 
affidavit that their signatures were obtained 
by fraud. 

C. G. Dixon, candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor for the People’s party, swore 
that there had never been any call 
by the Executive or Campaign committee 
of the People’s Trade and Labor part 
for a convention. He was a member of both 
comroittees and ought to know. Michael 
Haly, David Bird, and others testified that a 
motion was made to adjourn and carried be- 
fore any nominations were made. Ninety- 
three of the delegates, being a majority, then 
left the hall. The statements by the witness 
for the other side were directly opposite. 
There had been no adjournment and every- 
thing had been done regularly.
